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References 


The  data  for  the  Stillman  Genealogy  is  taken  from  the 
Mss.  Records  of  Henry  Allen  Stillman  of  Wethersfield  and 
Hartford.  These  records  have  been  published  in  Stiles  “An¬ 
cient  Wethersfield”  in  two  volumes  and  are  to  be  found  in 
many  public  libraries. 

H.  A.  Stillman  goes  back  to  George  Stillman  who  came 
to  this  country  about  1682,  but  he  quotes  from  Hon.  James 
Savage’ s  Genealogy,  who  found  mention,  in  the  public  librar¬ 
ies  of  Salem,  Cambridge  and  Boston,  of  a  number  of  “Style- 
mans  ’  who  came  to  America  about  1630,  all  prominent  in 
office.  He  thinks  most  likely  the  Stillmans  and  Stillman 
Street  of  Boston  are  from  these.  Judge  Savage  married  the 
widow  of  James  Otis  Lincoln,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Gen. 
George  Stillman,  a  son  of  the  first  Nathaniel.  H.  A.  Still¬ 
man’s  line  of  descent: 

George  I,  1634-1728 
Nathaniel  1,  1691-1770. 

Joseph  I,  1  739-1794.

Jane  Deming  Stillman,  1888.  She  is  the  only  one  of  the 
Stillman  name  now  living  in  Wethersfield. 

The  chapter  “Facts  and  Traditions,”  is  an  excerpt  from 
The  Portrait  of  a  Banker,  James  Stillman,  1850-1918,”  by 
Anna  Robeson  Burr.  James  Stillman  lived  in  New  York  City. 
H  e  was  descended  from  “Mr.”  George  Stillman  of  Wethers¬ 
field.  Two  of  his  daughters  married  two  of  Mr.  John  D. 
Rockefeller’s  sons,  Percy  Avery  Rockefeller  ai.d  William  A. 
Rockefeller. 

All  the  data  for  the  Clark  and  Fowler  families,  down  to 
Nathan  Clark  and  Caroline  Fowler,  was  collected  by  Mrs.  Em¬ 
meline  Fowler  Clark  Blackman-Hodgins. 
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Facts  and  Traditions 


There  is  a  legend  of  the  Massachusetts’  Bay  Colony, 
which  described  the  gathering  of  a  group  of  frightened  Colo¬ 
nists  at  Hadley,  on  being  warned  of  an  Indian  attack.  The 
men  were  away  on  some  expedition  down  the  river,  only  a  few 
scared  lads  and  feeble  elders  were  left  to  defend  the  place,  ap¬ 
parently,  marked  out  for  masacre.  Into  the  rough  stockade 
church  hurried  the  brave  women,  their  children  clinging  to 
their  skirts,  and  here  they  assembled,  shuddering,  praying,  and 
waiting  in  sickening  fear,  for  the  first  whoops  from  the  forest, 
where  the  enemy  lay  hid.  Suddenly  there  appeared  in  their 
midst,  a  strange  old  man,  whose  dress  was  rich,  whose  bearing 
was  that  of  a  leader  and  soldier.  He  pushed  his  way  through 
the  group,  and  addressed  them,  quieting  the  panic-stricken* 
making  light  of  their  fears.  He  bade  the  pastor  offer  prayer, 
and  when  this  was  done,  he  proceeded  to  take  the  lead,  and 
form  the  towns  folks  into  organized  battalions.  Women,  their 
children  helping  them,  were  set  to  work  at  the  barricade,  while 
the  old  men  moved  among  them,  cheering  and  directing.  In 
fact,  so  energetic  and  inspiring  was  his  leadership,  so  brisk 
and  vigorous  his  counter-attack,  that  the  savages  were  met  at 
the  edge  of  the  forest  with  such  unlooked  for  determination 
that  they  were  soon  in  full  flight  beyond  the  stockade.  Then 
to  the  grateful  colonists,  the  unknown  revealed  himself.  He 
was  Col.  Goffe,  the  regicide  Judge,  who,  up  to  that  day,  had 
lain  concealed  for  months  in  a  secret  chamber  behind  the 
hearth  of  the  finest  house  in  the  settltement,  the  dwelling  of 
its  most  important  townsman,  himself  a  person  sufficiently 
mysterious,  who  was  known  by  the  name  of  “Mr.”  George 
Stillman.  Of  this  gentleman,  little  was  known.  Mystery  in 
the  Seventeenth  Century,  was  the  not  infrequent  accompani¬ 
ment  of  immigration,  and  men  who  landed  on  American 
shores  in  1  685  were  apt  to  have  lost  one  name  and  acquired 
another  during  the  journey.  There  were  parts  of  the  country 
where  religious  creed  almost  demanded  an  alias.  In  the  case 
of  Mr.  George,  the  mystery  was  deepened  because  of  his  in¬ 
curable  taciturnity.  His  name,  almost  certainly  springs  from 
place,  as  did  so  many  English  names,  it  was  “Stileman  one 
who  lived  at,  or  near  a  stile.  But  coincidence  was  too  apt, 
legend,  could  not  resist  it,  so  we  hear  that  he  too  was  a  regi¬ 
cide  judge,  and  that  when  asked  on  landing  to  name  himself, 
he  replied  “I  am  a  Still  man.”  Another  version  says  that  his 
wife  died  during  the  voyage,  and  that  the  sailors  thus  nick- 
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named  his  grief-stricken  silence.  A  third  declares  it  to  arise 
from  his  reverent  habit  during  family  worship,  when  he  pray¬ 
ed  “Thou  art  God,  but  I  am  Stillman.”  The  first  member  of 
the  Clan  Stillman  emigrated  some  time  between  1682-4. 
That  he  was  called  “Mr.”  George  conveys  the  fact  of  his  gentle 
birth,  which  is  confirmed  by  the  name  of  his  first  wife,  Lady 
Jane  Pickering.  So  far  as  is  known  the  family  came  from 
Steeple-Ashton,  Wiltshire.  England,  and  “Mr.  George”  was 
already  a  merchant  in  good  standing  when  he  set  out  for 
America.  He  was  a  Cromwellian.  The  restoration  of 
Charles  II  forced  him  to  leave  the  country  for  safety.  When 
Mr.  George  settled  at  Hadley,  he  married  Rebecca  Smith 
daughter  of  a  prominent  Colonist,  Philip  Smith,  whose  death 
from  a  “Hideous  Witchcraft”  left  his  son-in-law  in  possession 
of  that  fine  stockaded  dewlling  with  the  secret  chamber, 
wherein  poor  Col.  Goffe  lay  concealed. 

Under  Mr.  George  s  rule  the  house  and  family  lost  noth¬ 
ing  of  their  importance  and  were  respectfully  considered  by 
their  townspeople,  on  account  of  the  owner  s  good  name  and 
growing  wealth.  Hadley  was  felt  by  many  to  be  pecularily 
exposed  to  Indian  attack.  Together  with  a  group  of  other 
Colonists  he  moved  in  1  704  to  the  river  settlement  and  his 
family  history  for  eight  generations  is  henceforth  identified 
with  Wethersfield.  Here  he  throve,  trading  with  the  West  In¬ 
dies  in  rum,  molasses,  in  dress  goods,  pins,  and  hardware, 
here  he  built  a  homestead  on  Main  Street,  which  he  bequeath¬ 
ed  to  his  son,  Nathaniel  “in  love  and  affection,”  and  here  he 
died  in  1728,  leaving  what  in  those  days  was  the  large  estate 
of  over  4000  pounds. 

These  two  hundred  years  of  family  history  cover  the  most 
vital  period  of  American  national  history  of  Puritan  New  Eng- 
lan.  Seven  members  fought  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  A 
Memorial  Tablet  has  been  placed  in  the  First  Congregational 
Church  of  Wethersfield  to  the  memory  of  five  Deacon  Still¬ 
mans,  serving  from  1746-1882,  a  period  of  136  years.  To 
the  occupation  of  Connecticut  River  Merchants,  we  find  them 
in  due  time  adding  those  of  ship  owner,  ship  builder,  trader 
and  super  cargo.  The  world  became  their  market,  and  the 
younger  Stillmans  grew  well  acquainted  with  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  sea.  Two  out  of  three  Nathaniels  who  followed 
in  direct  descent,  from  Mr.  George,  the  founder,  received 
from  their  fellow  townsmen  the  title  of  Captain.  At  least 
three  were  lost  at  sea.  In  1  780  occurred  the  great  excitement 
over  a  visit  from  General  Washington,  who  rested  in  Wethers¬ 
field,  with  his  suite,  escorted  by  22  dragoons. 

One  would  think  that  fear  of  Indians,  bears,  wolves,  with 
all  the  hardships  and  isolation  of  pioneer  life  would  have  been 
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sufficient!  without  adding  imaginary  terrors  to  the  burden  yet 
the  Colonists  surrounded  themselves  with  demons  and  hobgob¬ 
lins,  and  haunted  forests  and  the  fear  of  witchcraft,  the  flare- 
up  of  that  hideous  epidemic  which  had  ravaged  Europp  for 
four  centuries,  the  last  manifestations  of  hysteria  and  cruelty 
being  in  the  Salem  outbreaks.  Mr.  George  came  into  the 
most  intimate  contact  with  this  horror  in  the  death  of  his 
father-in-law,  who  “was  murdered  with  a  hideous  witchcraft, 
that  filled  all  these  parts  of  New  England  with  astonishment.  ’ 
This  is  the  account  about  the  beginning  of  January,  Mr.  Smith 
began  to  be  very  valetudinarious,  laboring  under  pains  that 
seemed  Ischiatick — and  uttered  an  hard  suspicion  that  the  ill 
woman  had  threatened  him,  had  made  impressions  with  en¬ 
chantments  upon  him.  While  he  yet  remained  of  sound 
mind,  he  very  sedately  but  very  solomenly  charged  his  broth¬ 
el  to  look  well  after  him.  He  cried  out,  not  only  of  pains,  but 
also  of  pins  tormenting  him  in  several  parts  of  his  body,  and 
the  attendants  found  one  of  them.  The  case  pursued  its 
course  with  plenty  of  wonders,  unaacountable  lights,  noises 
and  the  like,  thus  poor  Mr.  Smith  drew  on  to  his  end,  amid 
the  wonder  of  a  sympathetic  country  side.  A.  R.  B.^ 

In  the  course  of  these  200  years  of  continuous  residence 
in  Wethersfield,  the  pioneer  spirit  has  scattered  the  Stillman 
family  all  over  the  country,  but  each  one  of  that  name  traces 
his  ancestry  back  to  “Mr.  George’  with  the  same  traditions  and 
facts,  both  the  Wethersfield  and  Westerly  Branches.  To 
each,  Wethersfield  has  a  peculiar  interest  as  the  home  of  his 
fathers  and  to  each  the  old  church-yard  seems  hallowed 
ground  and  worthy  of  a  pilgrimage.  For  here  lies  the  dust  of 
eight  generations  of  Stillmans!  The  stones  marking  these 
graves  have  been  kept  in  excellent  order  so  that  the  inscrip¬ 
tions  are  distinctly  legible.  The  cemetery  records  are  com¬ 
plete  with  names  and  dates.  Noting  the  size  of  the  families, 
one  can  easily  credit  the  statement  of  the  sexton,  that  “there 
are  as  many  Stillmans  buried  there  as  there  are  blades  of 
grass.’

First  Generation 

“Mr.  George”  Stillman 

“Mr.  George”  Stillman,  founder  of  the  Family  in  Ameri¬ 
ca. 

Born  in  London  in  1654.  Died  in  Wethersfield,  November 
12,1728.  Aged  74. 

Came  to  Hadley,  Mass.,  about  1682-4 

He  was  a  selectman  for  many  years.  A  Representative 
to  General  Court  in  1698. 

Moved  to  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  in  1  704,  where  he  served 
as  juror  in  1  705,  and  as  selectman  in  1  708.  He  was  active 
in  Indian  Wars,  including  “King  Phillip  s.” 

He  married,  first.  Lady  Jane  Pickering  in  London,  who 
died  and  was  buried  on  the  voyage  to  this  country.  She  left 
one  son,  George,  II. 

Mr.  George  married  second  at  Hadley,  Rebecca  Smith. 
She  was  born  at  Wethersfield  in  1  668  and  died  there  October 

7,  1  750,  age  82. 

Rebecca  was  the  daughter  of  Lieut.  Philip  Smith  (1633- 
1  684,  age  5  1  )  and  Rebecca  Foote,  who  was  the  daughter 
of  Nathaniel  and  Eliza  Dening  Foote,  who  settled  in  Wethers¬ 
field  in  1  635. 

Lieut.  Philip  Smith,  a  victim  of  witchcraft,  was  the  son  of 
Lieut.  Samuel  Smith  of  Hadley,  who  served  in  the  house  or 
assembly  for  many  years.  Both  father  and  son  were  active  in 
all  the  Indian  Wars.  Sophie  Smith,  founder  of  Smith  College, 
Northampton  is  a  descendant  of  Lieut.  Samuel  Smith.

Dr.  George  Stillman,  Jr. 

Dr.  George  Stillman,  Jr.,  eldest  son  of  Mr.  George,  by 
Lis  first  wife,  was  born  in  London  and  left  there  to  be  educaf- 
ed,  when  his  parents  came  to  America.  Later  he  followed  with 
a  large  colony,  which  settled  in  Westerly,  R.  I.  He  was  made 
a  free  man  in  1703,  married  Deborah  Crandall  in  April  3, 

1  706,  and  left  nine  children.  He  was  clerk  of  the  church 
(Seventh  Day  Baptists)  for  many  years  and  is  not  mentioned 
in  the  records  after  1  748.  The  Westerly  Stillmans  have  the 
little  old  Bible,  and  the  coat-of-arms,  issued  to  a  Stillman  of 
Steeple  Ashton,  Wiltshire,  England  on  May  6,  1552,  having 
a  camel  s  head  and  crest. 

The  Nathaniel  Stillman  Family. 

Captain  Nathaniel,  born  July  1,  1691,  died  January  30, 
1  770.  Age  78.  He  married,  first,  Anna  Southmayd  on 
March  3,  1  715,  at  Middleton.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Will¬ 
iam  and  Margaret  Allen  Southmayd,  who  was  the  daughter  of 
John  Allen,  long  Secretary  of  State  of  Connecticut.  Anna, 
born,  1696,  died  1731,  age  35.  In  1731  Nathaniel  married 
second,  Sarah  Allyn,  1  709-1  794,  age  85.  /She  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Capt.  Joseph  Allyn  of  Plymouth,  and  Mary  Doty,  who 
was  a  daughter  of  Edward  Doty,  a  passenger  on  the  Mayflow¬ 
er,  and  one  of  the  signers  of  the  ‘Plymouth  Compact,  who 
settled  in  Plymouth.  Sarah  Allyn  s  sister,  Mary,  married  Col. 
James  Otis  of  Barnstable,  and  was  the  mother  of  James  Otis, 
the  Patriot.  Another  sister,  Mercy,  married  Gen.  Joseph 
Warren  of  Bunker  Hill  fame.

Nathaniel  I  was  Captain  in  the  Continental!  Militia.  His 
youngest  son,  George,  left  Wethersfield  when  a  boy  to  enter 
Ihe  store  of  his  uncle,  Otis  &  Lincoln,  heavy  merchants  in  Bos- 
U  n.  He  afterwards  became  the  famous  Gen.  George  Still¬ 
man  of  the  Revolution.  A  great  military  commander  and 
naval  hero,  defeating  the  British  in  all  their  attempts  to  land 
troops  along  the  coast,  the  only  successful  defense  from  Bos¬ 
ton  to  Charlestown.  Congress  voted  their  thanks  to  him  and 
desired  him  to  remain  a  naval  commander. 

Deacon  John  Stillman 

Deacon  John  Stillman,  born  February  19,  1693  at 
Hadley,  Mass.,  died  Wethersfield,  August  1  7,  1  775,  age  82. 
He  was  the  third  son  of  George  I  and  one  of  the  five  Stillman 
deacons  from  1  746-1  775,  a  period  of  twenty-nine  years  in  the 
Wethersfield  Congregational  church.  He  married  May  26, 
1715,  Mary  Wolcott,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Judith  Wolcott. 
Judith  was  a  daughter  of  Major  Appleton  of  Ipswich.  Eleven 
children. 

John  II  son  of  Deacon  John,  born  August  19,  1717,  died 
July  15,  1789.  He  married  Rachel  Robbins,  October  26, 

I  730.  Nine  children. 

Roger  Stillman,  1  754-1832,  one  of  the  six  sons  of  John 
II,  was  one  of  the  first  to  enlist  in  the  Continental  Army  of  the 
Revolution.  He  was  in  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill  and  many 
others,  finally  being  discharged  at  Lake  Champlain.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Mehitabel  Hurd  and  left  ten  children.  Both  John  II  and 
his  son,  Roger,  were  among  the  founders  of  the  Congregation- 
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al  churches  in  Saudisfield,  Mass.,  and  Colebrook,  to  which 
cities  they  moved. 


Deacon  Benjamin  Stillman 

Deacon  Benjamin  Stillman,  youngest  son  of  George  I, 
Lorn  July  29,  1  705.  His  first  wife,  Sarah  Doty  left  him  two 
sons,  George,  born  November  24,  1  729,  and  Samuel  Doty 
Stillman,  born  November  28,  1  731.  His  seco  nd  wife,  Cather¬ 
ine  Chauncey  left  no  children.  His  third  wife,  Annie  Pearson, 
had  two  sons,  Ashbel  and  Pearson.  Benjamin  was  a  Yale 
graduate  and  one  of  the  five  Deacon  Stillmans.  His  son, 
Samuel  Doty  Stillman  had  a  son  whose  son,  Amos,  was  night 
Editor  of  the  New  York  Sun  in  1  884.

Captain  Joseph  Stillman  joined  the  Militia  at  the  time  of 
tne  Lexington  alaim.

Gen.  Washington  stayed  there  on  two  occasions,  once 
to  meet  Rochambeau,  Commander  of  the  French  fleet,  then 
at  Newport,  and  at  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  Arnold  s 
treachery.

Major  Joseph  Stillman,  Jr.,  eldest  son  of  Capt.  Joseph 
Stillman,  entered  Revolution  at  the  age  of  1  5  as  drummer. 
Received  pension  for  some  years.  Major  of  6th  Regiment, 
Connecticut  Militia.  Drum  Major  of  Foot  Guards  of  Hart¬ 
ford.  Useful  and  respected  citizen  of  Wethersfield.  Had  a 
furniture  shop  in  New  Haven. 

Rhoda,  his  wife,  was  a  daughter  of  Capt.  Charles  Board- 
man  and  Abigail  Stillman,  who  was  a  daughter  of  Deacon 
John  Stillman.  Capt.  Boardman  was  sea  captain,  between 
Wethersfield  and  West  Indies.

Levi  Stillman  had  a  large  furniture  factory  in  New  Haven 
A  mahogany  drop  leaf  table  and  a  cherry  chest  of  drawers, 
purchased  from  him  by  Nathan  Clark  for  his  bride  Caroline 
Fowler  about  1  10  years  ago,  are  now  in  the  possession  of  her 
granddaughters,  through  her  daughter  Chailotte  Clark  Still¬ 
man.  About  1834  this  factory  burned  down,  which  fact 
caused  Levi  to  carry  out  his  desire  to  “go  west  to  Mendon, 
near  Quincy,  Ill.  At  that  tim  there  were  but  sixteen  miles  of 
railroad  between  Albany  and  Schnectady.  They  travelled 
by  canal  and  river.  Here  he  farmed  for  about  twenty  years, 
when  his  children  left  home,  either  to  marry  or  follow  the 
gold  rush  to  California.  Then  Levi,  with  his  wife  and  two 
younger  daughters,  returned  to  Wethersfield,  the  town  of  his 
fathers,  to  spend  the  remainder  of  his  days  (about  twenty 
years).  Here  he  was  buried,  making  the  fifth  generation  in 
his  direct  line  to  lie  there.

There  is  a  picture  of  him  in  the  “New  England  Primer,”  burn¬ 
ing  at  the  stake,  with  his  wife  and  nine  small  children  nearby. 
James  Rogers  lived  in  Milford  and  New  London,  Conn.  He 
was  six  times  a  representative  to  the  General  Court,  a  very 
prominent  and  wealthy  citizen,  and  a  charter  member  of  the 
Seventh  Day  Baptist  church  in  Newport,  R.  I.,  the  first  of  that 
denomination  in  America  in  1671.

Sir  Richard  Fowler,  a  crusader  and  officer  in  army  of 
Richard  I,  saved  the  camp  from  a  night  attack.  His  crest, 
which  was  a  hand  and  lute,  was  changed  to  the  vigilant  owle, 
when  the  Royal  Master  knighted  him  for  this  act  of  vigilance 
in  the  1  2th  century.  Sir  Richard  was  of  Foxby-Buckingham 
County,  England. 

Mr.  Wm.  Fowler  came  to  America  with  John  Davenport 
in  1  637.  His  name  was  on  the  roll  of  planters  at  New  Haven 
in  1642.  He  was  from  Islington,  near  London.  In  1639, 
Mr.  Fowler  was  the  first  named  of  the  trustees  and  the  only 
one  bearing  the  honorable  title  of  Mr.,  in  the  settlement  of 
Milford.  The  church  was  organized  in  1  639  and  he  was 
elected  one  of  the  seven  pillars.  In  1640  Mr.  Fowler  built  a 
mill,  the  first  erected  in  the  New  Haven  Colony,  which  was  in 
possession  of  his  descendents  up  to  185  7.  He  was  Assistant 
Magistrate  of  New  Haven  Coloney  1643-1654.  He  died  Sep¬ 
tember  14,  1666.  Four  children. 

John  Fowler  (Deacon)  died  1676.  Married  Mary  Hub¬ 
bard,  164  7.  Lived  in  Milford,  Conn.,  till  1648,  then  Guil¬ 
ford.  Died  September  14,  1676.  Served  as  Deputy  Com¬ 
missioner  for  Guilford  from  1661-1675.  Deputy  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Court  30  sessions.  Received  a  grant  of  1  00  acres  from 
the  legislature  for  his  services. 
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Abraham  Fowler,  Esq.,  an  architect,  born  August  29, 
1652,  in  Guilford,  died  September  30,  1719.  Married  Eliza¬ 
beth  Bartlett,  August  20,  1677.  Capt.  Abraham  Fowler  was 
deputy  to  General  Court  from  1697-1700,  Assistant,  1712- 
1719.  Sergeant  in  Philip  s  war,  wounded  at  Great  Swamp 
fight,  for  which  the  court  granted  him  4  pounds.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  he  was  the  most  eminent  and  wealthy  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  Guilford.  Nine  children.  Two  grandsons  grad¬ 
uated  at  Yale,  two  were  deacons  and  one  a  Major  General  in 
War  of  1812. 

Abraham  Fowler,  Jr.,  born  1683  at  Guilford,  died  Octo¬ 
ber  11,  1  754.  In  1  728  he  married  Elizabeth  Hubbard,  died 
March  31,  1790.  They  left  seven  children.  A  grand¬ 
daughter,  Mary  Bryan  Stone,  married  Cyrus  W.  Field  of  At¬ 
lantic  Cable  fame. 

Col.  Noah  Fowler,  1733-1815.  Married  Deborah  Pen¬ 
dleton,  November  29,  1  752.  Served  as  Captain  in  the  Guil¬ 
ford  County  Militia,  Lexington  Alarm  in  April  1  7,  1  775,  and 
as  Lieut.  Colonel  Commodat  in  the  “Revolution,”  the  highest 
rank  then  given  to  the  commanding  officer  of  a  regiment  and 
equivalent  to  the  former  rank  of  Colonel  of  the  28th  Regiment 
of  Connecticut  Militia,  May,  1  782.
